8. (Currently amended) [[Use]] The method according to Claim 1 in which 7 comprising 
administering the pharmaceutical or veterinary composition or medicament [[is]] in a dosage 
form suitable for administration of the compound in quantities of from 0.01 to 200 mg/kg of 
body weight , pr e f e rably from 0.5 to 20 mg/kg of body w e ight .

11. (New) The method of claim 1 wherein the compound of formula (I) is administered to a 
patient in an amount effective to treat the symptoms of Parkinson's disease or 
ischemia/reperfiision injury and where the compound of formula (I) is selected from the 
group consisting of bis(l-oxyl-2,2,6,6-tetramethyl-4-piperidinyl)decandioate and bis(l- 
hydroxy-2,2,6,6-tetramethyl-4-piperidinyl)decandioate. 

12. (New) The method of claim 8 wherein the dosage is 0.5 to 20 mg/kg of body weight.
